Assembly Oks "CallHome" 


A ‘call home program’ bill, 
introduced by Assemblyman Bruce 
Nestande (R-Orange), passed the 
State Assembly 72-0 Monday. 


Assemblyman Nestande intro- 
duced the bill ‘‘when it came to my 
attention that an 8 year old Placentia 
boy was fatally crushed while 
playing on an oil well pump, og his 
way to school.’ 

Assemblyman Nestande and 
others felt that ‘‘some day a 
youngster’s life could be saveg if 
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parents are made aware of the fact 
that their child left home, but didn’t 
get to school.’’ 

Nestande pointed out that this bill 
(AB 2667), would ‘‘require all school 
district governing boards to either, 
(1) adopt a pupil attendance 
monitoring program or, (2) deter- 
mine by résolution, that no 
attendance monitoring program is 
necessary. If the board adopts 4 
monitoring program, the bill 
permits the: board to utilize the 
monitoring system specified in the 


bill, or to adopt by resolution, an 
alternate monitoring program.” 

Assemblyman Nestande indicat- 
ed that the bill has broad support, 
and that many schools in the local 
area have implemented some type of 
‘call home program.’ 

A call home program, in which 
parents of elementary school 
children are contacted if an excused 
absence has not been phoned in, was 


put into effect last year in schools of 


the Placentia Unified School 
District. 


Two other issues on the ballot are 
an attempt to bring city candidate

—Yorba Linda Asks 


The Yorba Linda School District, 
which ordered its first study in the 
early 1960’s on the possibility of 
merging with Placentia Unified 
School District, did not seem to be 
much further along after their most 
recent meeting last week. 

The main impediment to the 
annexation appeared to be money. 

Meeting with Yorba Linda and 
PUSD were members of the 
Fullerton Union High School District 
Board which takes Yorba Linda 
youngsters after the eighth grade 
and educates them at Troy High 
School. 

What the Yorba Linda district is 
seeking is a merger of its five square 
miles into the 34 square mile PUSD. 
Since Placentia is a unified district, 
one board of trustees serves all 
grade levels in this district. 

In Yorba Linda, students are 
bused across Placentia and Brea to 
reach their high school destination. 
All PUSD high schools are closer and 
one, Esperanza, serves the portion 
of Yorba Linda that is a part of 
PUSD. 

Also involved in the school district 
triangle is a 40-acre high school site 
on the northwest boundary of Yorba 
Linda, which is owned by the 
Fullerton district. It has been 
assumed by Yorba Lindans that a 
high school is forthcoming on this 
land. 

Erv Triplett, president of the 
Fullerton high school board, said 
that the trustees have made no 
decision as to when they will build in 
Yorba Linda...‘‘if we ever do. We 
don’t know when we will or if we 
will,’’ he explained. 

Triplett said that he did no 
envision any problems however, 
from the Fullerton district operating 
a high school with other cities in 
between. FUHSD now operates 
facilities in La Habra, Buena Park, 
Fullerton and the Lowell District. 

Dr. Sterling Fox, superintendent 
of the-Yorba Linda district, said that 
he does not believe there is anything 
further his board can do at this time 
to accomplish the merger. ‘“‘It’s 
really up to the other two districts,”’ 
he explained. 

Impediments to the annexation 
are the fact that the Fullerton district 
is already suffering declining 
enrollments. Taking away Yorba 


Linda’s 1,246 Troy High School 
students would leave that facility 
with a low population. It also would 
place the burden on Placentia of 
finding space for them. However, 
Placentia plans on building another 
high school in the general Yorba 
Linda area. 

The transfer would also mean a 
loss in revenue to Fullerton, where 
the amount of money spent for the 
education of high scheel students is 
higher than in the Placentia district. 

Other considerations concern a 
number of teachers who would no 
longer be required by Fullerton and 
who would probably seek considera- 
tion in case of a merger. 

The presentation to members of 

the three boards was made by 
Dewey Hillman, Assistant Superin- 
tendent, Business of the Orange 
County Department of Education. 
Last week’s meeting was held in the 
Valencia High School Library. 
’ One possibility Hillman discussed 
was that the high School stddents 
might be phased out a year at a time, 
allowing those who had started, to 
complete their schooling at Troy. 

Hillman also pointed out that 
Fullerton owns the Yorba Linda high 
school site outright. ‘‘Fullerton can 
sell it now for more than they paid 
for it. If they want to sell the site, 
because it’s not ideal anyway, they 
could make some money on it. They 
are going to be hard pressed for 
money,”’ Hillman explained. 

If the annexation were to be 
considered, Hillman continued, all 
three boards would have to agree on 
it. A public vote would also be 
required in the Yorba Linda district. 

Hillman added: ‘‘I think what 
we're really here for tonight is for 
the three districts to make a decision 
as to whether you can get together 
on the financial situation or not. If 
you can’t, it’s a shame to leave 
something like this up in the air for 
two or three years. I really think 
Yérba Linda is asking for a ‘yes’ or a 
‘no’.”’ 

Triplett replied that ‘there 
are many other factors that ought to 
be taken into consideration. There is 
entirely too much additional that we 
have to look into.”’ 

No announcement was made as to 
when anyone would again consider 
the proposition.

Why not tap the abundant energy of the sun?

You may have heard of our SAGE 
project. It's one of the largest residential solar 
research projects in the nation.

SAGE has been 
going since 1973 with the Jet Propulsion Labora 
tory of the California Institute of Technology 
With the help of funding from the National 
Science Foundation, we're collecting energy from

Where SAGE started, 
where SAGE is now. 


In its first phase in 1973, SAGE studies 
showed that using the sun to heat water was 
worth trying 

Then an actual water heating system using 
the sun's energy was built and tested 

After that, SAGE went into the field. ASAGE 
system was put into a large apartment building 
in El Toro. There it is heating water for 32 
apartments right now 

This year another SAGE system will be 
installed in a large, new Upland apartment 
building as it is constructed. 

So SAGE has moved from studies and lab 
work to a real system heating water for a num- 
ber of families 


The promise of SAGE. 


Sometime in the 1980s the sun can be a real 
help in solving the energy shortage. Although 
solar energy won't replace gas as a main source 
of energy, it can help natural gas heat water in 
new dwelling units. But, materials and systems 
to catch and hold the sun's energy cost too much 
at this time. 


Only a few people can afford these systems 
right now because they are costly. However, we 
at the Gas Company have to think about all of 
the 12,000,000 people we supply. The cost of 
solar energy today is considerably higher than 
the cost of natural gas. That cost must be

It could 
provide southern California with large new 
supplies. The Cook Inlet in south Alaska is 
another. Natural gas from Atlantic Richfield 
Company in northern Alaska looked as if it 


would fill a lot of southern California's needs 

but we were forced to cancel that contract. We 
still hope to get gas from northern Alaska. The 
fourth project is in New Mexico and could fill 
10% of current needs. There we would make 


gas from coal 

Those projects would go far in solving the 
gas shortage. But three have been delayed seri 
ously. And the ARCO gas has been lost, at Ieast 
for the time being 


What is holding up those new supplies? 


Approvals. Every project has to be approved 
by many local, state and national authorities 
As many as 100 approvals have been needed 
for one project that’s still not approved. Some 
projects are approved and then restudied time 
after time. This costs time, and that adds to the 
cost of the project. As time passes, the price of 
everything — pijelines, materials, labor, ships — 
just keeps going up and up because of inflation. 

To get you more gas at the lowest price, we 
need faster action by government agencies. Our 
studies, based on government reports, show that 
700,000 jobs in this area are at stake.

Briggs Again Seeks 


Assemblyman John V. 
Briggs (R-Fullerton) is 
going to give Governor 
Brown an_ opportunity to” 
reconsider his veto of’ 
Briggs’ AB 2459 which 
would have added one more 
judge to the North Orange 
County Municipal Court by 
re-introducing the mea- 
sure. 

Briggs said, ‘‘The rules 
state a member may not 
author a bill during a 
session that would have 
substantially the same 
effect as a bill he had 
previously introduced. 


However, under Joint Rule 
$4(a), this restriction does 
not apply when a previously 
introduced bill has been 
vetoed by the Governor.’’ 
Briggs continued, ‘‘I 
believe the Governor might. 
have received some ‘bum’ 
advice from one of the 
Governor’s staff persons in 
regards to vetoing this 
badly-needed judge in my 
district; therefore, I am 
re-introducing the bill in 
order to enable’ the 
Governor to personally 
review the need for the bill, 
as is his style and custom. 


*‘The Governor’s official 
written reasoning for veto- 
ing the bill stated the iocal 
taxpayers couldn’t afford it. 
Facts bear out that the

Tax Relief Deadline 


Orange County Assessor 
Bradley L. Jacobs _ is 
concerned that certain 
totally disabled veterans 
have thus far failed to file 
for their property tax 
exemption. 

The Assessor points out 
that any totally disabled 
veteran whose disability 
was service-incurred, and 
who either entered the 
service as a California 
resident, or was legally a 
resident of California on 
January 1, 1976, is eligible 
to file a claim allowing 
reduction of up to $10,000 
assessed value on his/her 
dwelling. 

According to Jacobs, at 
least 100 such veterans 
have, as yet, failed to file 
their claims this year. Such 
veterans must file by April 
1Sth to receive 100 percent 
of the exemption benefit 
this tax year. 

The Assessor urges all 
totally disabled veterans 
who think they might 


qualify for this benefit 
to contact the Veterans’ 
Division of his office at 
834-2760 for further infor- 
mation. 

Jacobs also indicated that 
many homeowners in the 
county have not yet filed for 
the ‘‘Homeowners’ Exemp- 
tion’’ on newly acquired 
property. 

Any homeowner who 
purchased a new or used 
dwelling after March 1, 
1975 and still occupied that 
house on March 1, 1976 
must apply for a Homeown- 
ers’ Benefit by April 15th to 
receive a $1750 assessed 
value exemption for this tax 
year. 

Those still living in the 
homes on_ which the 
exemption was applied last 
year need not refile this 
year. The exemption will 
automatically be granted.

FLY CONTROL ON THE 
HORSE RANCH - Part 2: 
WATER MANAGEMENT: 


Accumulations of damp 
manure, bedding, or damp 
feed are ideal for fly 
development. Following are 
some ideas for effective 
reduction of these fly 
sources: use nonleak valves 
on all troughs, bowls, cups 
and other water devices; 
use automatic valves or 
sanitary drains for large 
troughs or cups if water flow 
is continuous; properly 
grade earth surfaces in 
paddocks and corrals. 


Adapt these to suit a 
master drainage plan so 
that rainwater or water- 
trough overflow does not 
form ponds; keep feed bins 
or troughs away from water 
sources; frequently remove 
stall bedding from under- 
neath waterers. 


RANCH SANITATION - 


Good sanitary methods 
around barns, outdoor 
stalls, paddocks, arenas, 
tack sheds, and _ the 


residence are as important 
as manure management. A 
general cleanup program 
should supplement the 
manure management sys- 
tem. 


Pay particular attention 
to the following items; in 
summer, use as _ little 
bedding material in stalls as 
possible; remove damp or 
spilled feed from around 
bins, tanks, and manger 
bottoms, particularly those

This material is a food 
source for flies and 
decreases the effectiveness 
nt chemical fly baits; bury 

garbage, fruit and 
meget wastes, and pet 
droppings and cover with 
compacted soil, or store in 
tight-lid containers until 
off-property disposal is 
possible; properly compost 
grass clippings, leaves, 
garden prunings, and simi- 
lar material, or keep in 
fly-tight bins, thinly spread 
in the field, or remove once 
a week for disposal and 
destruction. 


Weed control around 
stables, corrals, water 
troughs, and paddocks 


improves sun penetration 
and air movement. This 
helps to dry the manure and 
reduces resting places for 
certain fly species. 


Controlling weed growth 
near open waste-water 
drains reduces the breeding 
potential of filth filies, 
gnats, and mosquitoes and 
makes chemical control 
easier. 


Good air circulation and 
maximum exposure to 
sunlight improves sanita- 
tion. Use closed structures 
only to protect tack and 
equipment and as weather 
shelters for the horses. Pipe 
and cable fences are 
preferable for free air 
circulation, reduced main- 
tenance, and simpler clean- 
out.

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Diedrich Questioned On

Dear Supervisor Diedrich, 

This letter is to acknowledge 
receipt of highway funding docu- 
ments and at the same time question 
the method of delivery of said 
documents. 

As you may recall from my letter 
of Feb. 9, 1976, I requested 
information from your _ office 
concerning Arterial Highway Fund- 
ing Projects for Chapman Avenue in 
the City of Placentia from Placentia 
Ave. to Orangethorpe Avenue since 
the year 1962. 

I wrote to you in confidence. My 
letter to you was a result of 
dissatisfaction and frustration with 
the City of Placentia. On March 12, I 
received documents from your 
office, hand carried to me by a 
Placentia City Councilman. These 
documents were delivered without 
an envelope or cover letter, merely 
in loose form. I did not expect city 


intervention in any manner. Is this 
method of delivery a normal 
procedure? 


The following are reasons of my 
dissatisfaction and frustration with 
the City of Placentia: 

Since January 1972, the City of 
Placentia has claimed, in reference 
to the widening of Chapman 
Avenue, that there has never been a 
Master Plan, alignment, or any kind 
of a plan for the widening of 
Chapman Ave. This claim is made 
even though those of us developing 


our properties along this arterial 
highway were asked by the City of 
Placentia to dedicate frontage and to 
put in the improvements for the 
widening as per Master Plan of 
Streets and Highways of the City of 
Placentia. 

The Master Plan of Streets and 
Highways, which is also known as 
Ordinance #247, and Ordinance 
#246, which was adopted for the 
purpose of Protecting and Improv- 
ing the Master Plan of Streets and 
Highways, were both adopted 
on Nov. 29, 1961. Councilman L. 
Jack Gomez, presently a county 
employee, has continued to support 
the city’s denial of a _ street 
alignment, even though he was 
Placentia Planning Commissioner in 
1961 when both the Planning 
Commission and City Council 
adopted the Master Plan of Streets 
and Highways. 

For over a three year period I had 
asked City Hall for this particular 
map, and was told that they didn’t 
have one. A memo, dated April 9, 
1975, addressed to City Administra- 
tor Edwin Powell, and signed by City 
Engineer Ben Minnamide and 
Planning Director Thomas Nelson, 
stated that they couldn’t find the 


Master Plan of Streets and 
Highways in the City Clerk’s 
records. Yet, on April 13, 1975 I 
approached a City official and 


informed him that the absence of the 
map from the City Clerk’s file might 
be in violation of the law. Two days 
later, April 15, the map was located 
and shown to me. 

Another map in question is the 
Chapman Avenue Master Plan. The 
fact is, other citizens and myself 
have seen the Chapman Avenue

Master Plan. It was last seen at City 
Hall in January of 1971, when it was 
shown to Rev. B. E. Gebhart of 
Church of The Nazarene. However, 
this map has disappeared and the 
City denies that it ever existed. The 
denial of an alignment or Master 
Plan for Chapman Avenue has 
prompted the City Council to curve 
Chapman Avenue right through the 
middle of my commercial building 
and will be putting others and 
myself out of business. 

Mr. Diedrich, once again, as in my 
previous letter, I am requesting 
from your office the following with 
certification on all documents: 

Re: Arterial Highway Fundings to 
the City of Placentia for Chapman 
Avenue from Placentia Avenue to 
Orangethorpe Avenue since the year 

962. 

1. The amount of each funding. 

2. The project area and specific 
project. 

3: How much money was 
allocated for right-of-way acquisi- 
*‘45n and how much money was 
allocated for construction of each 
project. 

4. The dates these fundings took 
place. 

5S. Does the County have maps 
showing the different project areas 
being funded and if so are they 
available for viewing. 

I am asking that you please mail 
them to me or I personally will pick 
them up when they are ready. 

I feel that there are many 
irregularities in this project and that 
an investigation by county and state 
agencies will show an abuse of 
public funds and property rights.
